The Torrance School Board 
Tuesday night took a look at 
the financial future, and did 
not-like what it saw. The tax 
payer probably won't like it 
either.

The total estimated costs of 
running the school district in 
he next fiscal year will be 
18,192,401, some $334,000 more 
nan estimate income. Accord- 
ng to estimates, costs per 
pupil will be $11.18 higher 
next year than they were in 
he 1957-58 school year. It 

presently costs $333.56 per 
mpil per year, which is one 

of the lowest in the country.

Congress is scheduled to act 
on the renewal of Public Laws 
815 and 874 this year, and 
many observers feel that they 
will not be renewed. Both pro­ 
vide for federal subsidies to 
school districts in which there 
are tax-exempt industries and 
large numbers of workers in 
federally connected industries. 
Some 43 per cent of local par­ 
ents work in government or 
firms with federal contracts.

If these laws do not pass 
again, it would mean an im­ 
mediate tax increase of about 
13 cents per $100 valuation, ac­ 
cording to Assistant Superin­ 
tendent S. E. Waldrip.

Accordingly, the school 

board passed a resolution urg­ 
ing the renewal of both laws, 
with copies to be sent to Con­ 
gressmen.
